Garden Checklist
1. When fertilizing lawns and flower beds, 

always follow directions on the* fertilizer package 
Too heavy a meal may do mere harm than good.

2. When di"iding and replanting old iris, or 
when planting new iris, cither plant in an ,irea 
where iris have not been growing during the past 
year or enrich the soil before planting/

3. Chrysanthemums should be doing nicely 
now. Continue feeding them every three weeks 
until the buds begin to show color. Then hold off 
the food.

4. Camellias set buds in summer for next 
year's bloom. Be sure they are still watered dur­ 
ing warm weather. Overhead sprinkling is best.

5. Make a basin around young trees to in­ 
sure more efficient irrigation with no wasteful run 
off.
